Other Missionaries joined the original band 
from time to time, tll in 1845 there were sev- 
enteen Missionaries, besides a school-master 
and a European Assistant. The Mission con- 
unued to prosper, ull about 1846 or 1847, 
when it seemed to have reached the height 
of its prosperity. From that period up to the 
present it has been greatly tried. Sickness 
and death, storms and war: the introduction 
‘of Popery, the prevalence of wickedness, the 
revival of heathen customs, and, worse than

all, luke-warmness and backsliding in the 
church, have characterized the period now 
referred to. But though thus tried, our con- 
fidence in God is not shaken: we all, I be- 
lieve, derive from these trials an argument 
for more ardent zeal, more fervent ‘prayer. 
and stronger faith : we sull meet, from time 
to time, with tokens of the Divine presence. 


but we prize not a little the prayers of all 


whom we can interest in our Callse. | 

It has been our privilege to enjoy no small 
degree of tinanimity among ourselves, and 
our Mission is conduetad on the broad prinei- 
ple of christian charity. You are perhaps 
aware that the following is the Fundamental 
Prineiple of the Parent Society, 

‘As the umon ot Christians of various de- 
nominations, in carrying on this work, 
isa most desirable object, so, to prevent. if 
possible, any cause of future disssension. it 
is declared to be a fundamental principle ot 
the Missionary Society. that its design is not 
to send Presbyterianism, Independency. Epis- 
copacy. or any other form of chureh Order or 
Government. (about which there may be dif- 
ference of opinion among serious persons, ) 


to the heathen, and that it shall befleft (as it 
ought to be lett) to the minds of the persons 
whom God may call into the tellowship of 
his Son from among them. to assume for them- 
selves such form of Church Government as to 
them shall appear most agreeable to the 
Word ot God.” | 

Most of the members of this Mission are 
Congregationalists. We meet tor devotional 
exercises and the transaction of business 
twice a year or oftener. We do not barter 
with the natives tor anything except provis- 
ions. Our number has been reduced by 
sickness, death. and removals to only twelve 
besides the Printer. The New Testament, 
as you know. has long been in the hands ot 
the natives. The Pentateuch and the Psalms 
have also been printed, and most of the oth- 
er books ot the Old Testament are in’ manu- 
script, ready tor the press. | | 
I feel assured none of the members of this 
Mission will cease to regard with interest 
the progress of order. education, general pros- 
perity, and true religion in California. |

Upon what the window opens,—a_nar- 
row, paved street of red houses, a back 
yard, a landscape, or such a noble sheet of 
water as always awaits my eyes from my 
rear windows,—will make a great differ- 
ence in the thoughts which spring up.

Organization of a Church. ~ 


"On Thursday, January 26th, the school 
house at Petaluma, in Sonoma county, was 
the scene of an impressive ceremony: 
By invitation, the Rev. Mr. Hunt of San 
Francisco, had gone thither to organize a 
Congregational Church. He had preached to 
a full house on the evening previous, from 
Rev. 19: 6. He had preached again on Thurs- 
day noon from Phil. 1:21. Then followed 
the services for which he had made the visit. 
First in order, was the presentation of a 
request signed by twelve individuals, mem- 
bers of Congregational and Presbyterian 
Churches, asking him to organize them into 
a religious body, to be called the “ First 
Congregational Church of Petaluma,” avow- 
ing their adoption of the usual Standards of 
the Congregational Churches of Vero England 
as their Confession of Faith and Rules of Dis- 
cipline. This petition he read before the as- 
sembly, and then stated that inasmuch as a 
“sufficient number of believers had by that 
petition publicly declared their belief and 
adoption of the doctrines and usages of Con- 
gregational Churches, and expressed their 
wish to be organized into such a body, ac- 
companying their petition with evidence of 
their regular Church membership in the 
places whence they had come, he thereby de- 
clared them to be sich a Church, to be fully or- 
ganized when he shoutd have ordained two 
deacons, whom they would proceed forthwith 
By a vote.of the male members, the choice 
fell on Messrs. Anten and Gilbert, men with 
families, and both men of experience, tried 
piety, and “of good report.” On the an- 
nouncement of the names, they were re- 
queste.| to mse, while the minister charged 
them on the duties of their office, and pledged 
them in a ¢ovenant of fidelity to their trust. 
They then ‘knelt before the congregation, 
while by prayer and the “ laying on of 
hands,” they were solemnly set apart 
their office. The church members then arose 
in acknowledgment of- their officers, and al- 
so entered into covenant together with them 
in all the ordinances of the Lord, blameless.

SUDDEN. ESCAPE 


ITS ATTACK ON THE PREss. 
OF ITS GALLANT QUARTERMASTER. 

Ed. Pacitic:—Our somewhat excitable 
populace was, on Monday night last, thrown 
inte quite a furor by an attack on Dr. Gunn, 
editor of the Sonora Herald. The attack 
was made by a Fillibuster, who gave himselt 
outas a Major from Walker's band.

Among other things he 
demanded a retraction in. the next issue of 
the Herald. The Dr, intimated that he was 
made of no such stutfl, and that “he should 
do no such thing.” | | 

Thereupon: his) Fillibustership aimed a 
blow at the offending editor which took ettect 
in his left breast. it however did not fell 
the man of the ‘quill to the ground; nor so. 
disable or disconcert him as-to prevent jum 
ordering his chivalrous assailant from his 
office, which order hesthought) prudent, atter 
some school-boy muttering, to obey.

- Annexation of Sonora! 


The steamer Columbia of Sunday morning, 
brought us the intelligence that the gallant 
President Walker had been issuing some 
new decrees, whereby the State of Sonora 
had been annexed to his realm! 

The new Republic now appears under the 
name and style of the “ Republic of Sonora,” 
and is composed of the States of “ Sonora ” 
and “ Lower California.” The boundaries of 
the former, as defined, are the Gulf, Colorado 
river. summit line of the Sierra de los Mim- 
bres, and the river Fuerte toits mouth. All 
islands lying between the two States are 
likewise annexed to one or the other, accord- 
ing to their proximity. 

This great work of making States and 
founding a new Republic, was all accom- 
plished by a stroke of the pen, “ under my 
hand at Fort McKibben, this eighteenth day 
of January, in the year of our Lord éne thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifty-four

Especially should those 
who have chosen this State as their future

ants, take time to think what ought to be the 
future character of this State. For whatever 
the honest and true-hearted shall decide up- 
on, that BE! It matters littlhe—so far 
as the great future is concerned—that the 
reckless and the dissipated have been thrown 
upon our shores by thousands, The present 
is their time. So that they can secure 
enough of the gold with which God endowed 
this country, to last them through their aim- 
less lives, they will care little, and do less, 
tu secure an honorable and béneficent future 
for this State. “ Majorities rule” in the 
present. The few, who love humanity and 
honor God. may rule in the future. What. 
then, shall the faw decide upon / 

And first it is proper to consider what is 
the present condition of things, and whether 
there is any chance for christian and philan- 
throphiec enterprise to guide the sucial ele- 
ments of this State to night results, or whether 
it be the duty of such enterprise to aim at 
once at a complete social revolution. One 
fact will strike every mind. The population 
of California is the most miscellaneous which 
ever settled a new State.

— Tennyson, 


The Maine Law. 


The bold measure of suppressing by law 


the sale of alcoholic liquors, which has al- 


ready been adopted in Maine, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode [sland, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Washington City, and in many 
other towns and coufities in our country, is 
without doubt, one of the greatest. philan- 
thropic movements of our age; yet, it I 
one which excites much apprehension even 
in the minds of benevolent nien. The es- 
tablishment of any stimptuary law, reguia- 
ting what the people? shall eat anddrink, 
appears at the first blush an act of tyranny, 
to which it will be difficult to submit. No- 
thing is clearer in the philosophy of liberty, 
than the absolute right possessed by every 


individual to act according to his own ine 


elinations und comfort, in all matters which 
concern himself alone, and do not disturh 
the peace and happiness of his neighbor. 
When asserting and maintaining this right, 
we cannot fail to discover that it. is some- 
times violated in Aimerican legislation, and 

- the Maine Law appears to be a gross vio- 
lation of its spirit. 
liberty, especially for themselves, may be 
expected in many cases to oppose such a 
law, and the contest between its friends 
and opponents in Connecticut, New York, 
Ohio, and many other States, will be close, 
animated, and zealous. 
Those who think merely of human rights, 

and especially their own, without reference 
to any great. beneficial ends, will be zealous 
opponents of a law which requires them to 
sacrifice so much of a right connected with 
pleasant indulgence. 
—vousidered solely from their point of view, 
that is, as a matter of inconvenience and 
arbitrary violation of private rights, we 
But in the 
operations of society, the greatest good to 
the greatest number being the leading aim, 
claimants of individual rights and: liberty 
mist sometimes be overruled——for the gov- 
ernmental operations of society are based 
upon the sacrifice of individual rights— 
amd the practical question arising in all 


cases, is, Whether sucht sacrifices of individ: 


ual rights will be productive of adequate 

public good, and what amount of public 
interest will justify farther encroachments 

upon the resefved rights of individuals ” 

To assume that individual rights are in- 
frangible, and must not he yielded to any 
case, is to paralyze all governmental ac- 
tion, aud reduce us to the condition of dis- 
organized barbarism. But in such con- 
dition of barbarism, the rights of cach in- 
dividual are continually violated by the 
lawless impulses of the unprincipled, and 
he is liable to greater injuries and oppress- 
sion from unprincipled men, who are always 
abundant, than he would suffer from any 
form of organized government. Hence, to 
protect our rights to life, liberty, and the 
pursuits of happiness, all are willing to 
surrender a portion of their rights to or- 
vanize a government, inorder to preserve 
the remainder in security. So great are 
the evils arising frow the vicious passions 
of mankind, that we cheerfully surrender 
political liberty, even to such « despotism 
as that of Russia or Austria, rather than 
submit to the worst form of despotism— 
that of mobs, thieves, and felons. 

The great problem of the age, to which 
America is working out the practical solu- 
tion, lies in the-quesfion, what is the sinall- 
est amount of liberty to be surrendered by 
the individual, which will procure an ade- 
quate protection of his rights Ina state 
of universal profligacy and recklessness, a 
strong government becomes necessary, and 
liberty is impossible. But in proportion 
as the moral sense of the community be- 


comes more predominant, government be- 


comes less and less necessary, until, when 
each man becomes a law unto-himself, gov- 
ernment ceaséS to exist, since there is no 
occasion for its action. 
_ At the present time, we have arrived at 
one of the most delicate points in the so- 
lution of our problem, the question whether 
we shall permit the government to restrain, 
by law, the sale and consumption of alco- 
holic beverages. | 
If it could be clearly established, that 
the alcoholic liquors are essentially and in 


» all cases poisonous in their action, the ques- 


tion would be considerably simplified. 


_ Considering the large number of youthful, 


depraved, imbecile, or profligate persons in 


society, over whom we are bound to exer- 


cise a guardian care, and for whose main- 
tenance we are responsible, there can be no 
doubt that we have a right to protect such
